Imitation Preeloas Stones. 


From CaaseU'B Family Magazine. 


The really beautiful imitation atones naado 


in Paris consists of a very pure,transparent, 
and lustrous glass, called Btrass after ita 
inventor, which is frequently colored with 
the same metallic oxides as real precious 
stones. Thus the color of the topaz is ob- 
tained' from antimony and gold; that of the 
ruby from purple of Cossius (a stannato of 
tin, with stannate of oxide of gold), or 
from a solution of gold in aqua regia (nitro 
muriatic acid). The well-Snown Bohemian 
ruby-glass is colored with gold, while tha 
ordinary red glass is produced by copper, 
and a commoner kind by iron. 
Some of 


the finest yellow glass is covered with sti- 
ver. 
tThe first precious stone to be suc- 


cessfully produced by artificial means was 
the lapis lazuli, the sapphire of classical 
times, but by no means to be confounded 
with the sapphire of tho modern jeweller, 
though 
closely 
related to it. 
Lapis 


lazuli s an opaque stone of an exquis- 
ite corn flower blue, and was highly 
prized by the ancient Indians, ARsyrians, 
Persians, Jews, Egyptians^ and Greeks. 
Freed,from impurities and'rubbed down, it 
gives ttie ultramarine used by mediajval art- 
ists for tho robes of the Madonnas; and in 
their day it waa worth its weight in gold,the 
purchaser of a picture having always to pay 
extra for its uSe. Its rarity and the coot of 
preparation make the true ultramarine still 
worth from ten shillings to fifty sh:lhug-< 
tbe ounce.

of the Pennsylvania company (1852), 
Gen. Haupt prepared and published an 
elaborate w»rk on the general theory of 
bridges, being the first treatise ever pub- 
lished giving rules and formula for cal- 
culating the strength of bridges. 


In 1856 he retired from the Pennsyl- 


vania company and became chief engi- 
neer and contractor for constructing the 
Hoo&ac tunnel. Devoting himself to this 
long-winded enterprise until 1802,he was 
then called into the service of the nation 
which had educated him, and was made 
chief of construction and operation of 
military railroads of the United States 
during the war of the rebellion. In 18(53 
he found time to publish a work on mili- 
tary bridges, which proved of great ser- 
vice to the various army commanders 
and the engineer corps in their opera- 
tions throughout the South. From 1872 
to 1870 he was general manager of the 
line of railroads known as the Piedmont 
line, extending from Richmond to Atlan- 
ta, a line which he raised iroin the posi- 
tion of a succession of local and broken 
down sections of track to the dignity and 
efiiciency of a through line From 1876 
to 1879, Gen. Haupt was engaged as chief 
engineer of the famous Seaboard Pipe 
line, by which the bulk of the petroleum 
product is now transported. lie has lat- 
terly had bis general office at 328 Walnut 
stieet, Philadelphia, and is most favor 
ably known to Philadelphians. It is un 
derstood that the now manager will meet 
Mi.

Lecture by Dr. Bennnett of Chicajco. 


The popular idea is that bile is of the na- 


ture of au excretion, but the later studies 
in physiology seem to prove that the bile 
serves a purpose innutrition. When there 
is not a bufficiont amount of bile secret- 
ed, constipation and bihons diseases ensue; 
when too mnch is secreted, dianhea ensues. 
The idea that the bile is an excretion and 
must be gotten rid of, or illness will en- 
due, is erroneous. In the process of di- 
gestion starch, sugar and albumen are con- 
verted into matter suitable for nutrition. 
'These substances do not go inimed lately to 
the organs which they sustain, but the liver 
acts as the store-house of the system. 
This is the first function of the liver 
It 


stores up during digestion and gives out 
afterwoul. The old notion that the liver 
needs an occasional stirring np to g<>t rid of 
the bile is bad, and it will be a good day for 
the livfiir when the public comes to under- 
stand that it is not the natural enemy of 
man Then, when proper food and not too 
much food! is taken, the liver will be right-

said that from thirty to forty ounces is 
about the normal amount to be eliminated 
by the kidneys in twenty-four hours.

years ago. The doctor relieved that one 
£reat cause of this is that people do not drink 
enough water. A certain amount of silts 
are nortnal in urine, and if the amount- of 
water is 'deficient, a concentrated solution 
which is very irritating, passes ovei the 
whole trftct and often induces drgitnu dis- 
ease. Another cause of kidney discuses,' 
the Doctor said, is fhe very common error 
of'postponing attention to "the calls of nat- 
ure, which is especially injurious. 


The lecturer said that very many people 


drink a cup of coffee in the morning, a gl-iss 
of water at luneh and a cup of coffee at 
dinner, and this is all the fluid taken in the 
course of the dny. The Doctqi hoped that 
if his lecture would induce any persons to 
drink two- or three pints of water in the 
course of a day, he should have doiia some 
good. People go tosprings of various kinds 
for kidifBy troubles, and the Doctor be- 
lieved nearly as, mnch good might be se- 
cured by plentiful water-drinking at home.

TOMATOES. 


Bow to Start Them Early and Bring Them to 


Maturity In This Climate. 


From the New York Tribune. 


Any time from the middle to the end ol 


March is & good time in this latitude or a 
little later farther north to start the plants. 
The, first thing to be done is to make the 
hotbed 
Take any sash that may be on 


hand— a common window sash is as good 
tie any — and make a frame fitting it as olose- 
ly as possible, fourteen inches high at the 
front, and two or three inches higher at 
the back. Select some sunny spot, at the 
south side of a fence or building, and there 
make a frame of rough boards, like a fence, 


1 to hold file manure in place, three and a 
half feet high, and a foot higher all around 
than the sash-frame. Fill this frame with 
horse manure that is beginning to heat. 
treading it solid, to the height of two and 
a half feet. Upon this place the sash-frame, 
and bank np the outside with manure to 
the top. Put on the sash; let the manure 
heat for a day or two, and then put in six 
or eight inches of good garden soil 


1 If the groni d should be covered with 
snow, the"snow may be shoveled off, and 
the soil taken up in chunks with a pick or 
crowbar, and put in the frame, where it will 
soon thaw. When the soil feels warm BOW 
the seed, three-quarters of an inch deep, in 
drills running from front to back, two inch- 
es apart. Cover the sash at night with a 
piece of old carpet or horseblanket; if the 
nights should be very cold perhaps more 
than one thickness of the covering may be 
necessary. The plants will probably come 
up within two weeks. They should be 
thinned to an inch apart in the rows, wa- 
tered whenever the ground appears dry. and 
aired whenever possible to keep them from 
growing spindling. 
The sash, however, 


should not be raised before an hour after 
the covering has been taken off in the morn- 
ing. It a good plan to keep a thermometer 
in the bed against the south side of the 
frame, where the sun will not shine upon it, 
and where it may be seen by looking throuoh 
the glass. The sash may be raised a very 
little in cold weather, The temperature 
ought not to be allowed to BO below 60 ° 
As the weather grows warmer, more air may 
be givan the plants, until it becomes warm 
enough to allow the sash to be removed en- 
tirely during the day. 


After the plants have begun to show their 


second leaves, draw a knife half way be- 
tween the rows, two or three times a week 
deep enough to cut off any roots that may 
reach that far; this will make the plants 
grow stocky. When the plants are three 
inches high, transplant them into a moder- 
ate hot-bed or a coldf rame. 
Or, if more 


convenient, new soil may be put in the old 
frame and as many plants as it will contain 
set back in it, four inches apart each way. 
After the plants start new roots, draw the 
knife often between them both ways, until 
they are ready to be set out. The plants 
by this time will be low and stocky, and 
will have all their roots in a space four 
inches square, so that when taken up care- 
fully the net work or roots will hold nearly 
an the soil upon them. A piece of shfrgle 
eight inches long, fomr inches wide at one 
end, and narrowed at the other to fit the 
hand, is a very good instrument to take np 
the plants. After the first two are taken 
out the others may be lifted out with this 
very nicely. Make holes for the plants 
four feet aoart and work into the soil 
in the bottom of each • handful of 
bonednst or some other fertiliser. 
Take 


the plants up carefully set them in the holes 
prepared for them, and pack the soft closely 
around them. Set a stout stake four or 
five feet long three inches from each plant, 
and tie the top of the plant to the stake. 
The pjants will not need watering or shad- 
ing, and will scarcely be checked ingrowth. 


After the plants have been set out, and 


sometimes while in the hotbed, they are at- 
tacked by small black flies; these should 
be kept off by sprinkling them with plaster 
or soo t. As the plants grow, tie them" to 
the stakes with strips of cloth ftP bass. 
Sometimes more ' than one stake will be 
ionnd necessary; but generally one will be 
enough. At first, pinch out the suckers 
that start from the axils of the leaves. Af- '

Most of (our batteries gone, a 
thousand wagons gone; our entire force 
seemingly driven into twelve or fifteen acres 
of ground; the enemy pressing on with bat- 
teries and musketry in front and a cross fire 
of cannon from above, and ten thousand 
panic-stricken men out of the fight crying 
•We're whipped!' 'The battle is lost!'' 'It's 
no use to form!' 'They're driving us into 
the river,' etc. In this terrible extremity 
the command fell quickly and orderly into 
line and, at the word, moved gallantly for- 
ward.

"As we landed," wrote Colonel Grose, with 


pardonablo enthusiasm to his wife, imme- 
diately after the battle, "there were at least 
fifteen thousand of [Grant's panic-stricken 
troops who had thrown away their arms and 
were pressing to get on board the boats.and 
as my regiment marched up the hill we 
would hear the cowards say to my men, 
'You will get it" 'You will come back!' 
'You will see!' and many other such oppres- 
sions; yet our men went bravely up and 


^formed in Hne of battle. Generals Buelland 
Nelson both with me. While forming the 
heavy fire of the enemy was passing thick 
and fast around us. Poor White was struck 
by a canister shot and £oth his legs were 
torn off, and about the same time a staff 
officer ten feet in front of the line, on horse 
between General Nelson and myself, had 
his head shot off by a cannon ball, and fell, 
a ghastly sight before my regiment, at see- 
ing which a few 6f ' our men nearest the 
scene fell back a few steps, but as soon as I 
commanded them to dress up the line, they 
did so promptly, and obeyed the command 
to 'forward march,' in line of battle.

turned the tide of battle and saved Grant's 
army.

plunging over the bluff, producing the 
xv Idest consternation among the fugitive 
thousand there herded.

ignoredby the contemporaneous accounts of 
Shiloh1. Byron's famous satire on military 
glory defined it as being killed in battle 
and having one's name misspelled in the 
official gazette. But what shall we say of 
this cose, where a brave man wet the most 
tragic of deaths, and his name— nay, even 
his fate — was not so much as hinted?
